A few days ago the governor issued an appeal to the populace to suppraas )
unrest und clear out dieorderly elements, and stsrted a campaign to eliminate
Communists and begin reconstruction. Police healquarters lssued an appeal to
Comeunist officers to return to the EMT slde and receive amnesty.

Recent Military Activity

On 25 July 1949 & regiment of the 64th Army marohed on Shih-lu, the largest
mining area on the 1slund. Looal Communists retreated into Wan-ning Hslen, attacking
that oity and Ho-lo, vith Nationalist soldisrs in pursuit. From Wen-ch'ang, Ting-an,
and Lo-hul, iccal Communiute are fleeing to the mountaina. Af preseut, Ccumunixts
on the island have just two avenues of escape: (L) to break through the lines to
tue coast, then escape by esa; (2) to go back to their former base in tie mountains
for a hreathing spell. The formsr is imposeible, since Natlonalist troops f£ill the
poris acd naval vraft patrol the seas night and day. It 1s cunsidered that a
campaign of axtermination will scon begir in the center of the island.
